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New Phase in China’s 
War for Liberation 


Stiffening Resistance Shows Itself in Increasing Cost to 
Invaders; Guerrilla Activity Takes Toll 


(Re Cable te the Dally Worker) 


CHUNGKING, China, Dec. 4.—Embattled China now stands on the 
threshold of a new stage in her war of national liberation against the 
Japanese invaders. The Chinese are more and more taking the offensive 


in guerrilla and mobile operations 


against the Japanese, whose latest 
offensives have bogged down after 
furious Chinese resistance. 

Though the basic Japanese stra- 
tegy is based on continued Japa- 
nese offensives to wipe out the 
Chinese army as a military force, 
the Tokio armies are themselves be- 
ing forced to go into a costly, long- 
drawn-out defensive on most battle- 
fields. 

The Chinese will to battle through 
to final victory has been tempered 
to still greater firmness by the fall 
of Hankow and Canton. 

Active Chinese resistance coupled 
with increasing terrain difficulties 
is making each new Japanese thrust 
more costly in manpower and ma- 
terials and less profitable in gain 
of strategic points. 

Following the lull In the fighting 
in Central and North China after 
the capture of the Hupeh city of 
Hankow (Wuhan), the Japanese are 
now beginning to shift around their 
forces for new offensive efforts. 
Heavy concentrations of Japanese 
troops have been reported in Shansi 
province, for a major thrust into 
Shensi province. 

Strong Japanese reinforcements 
have also been hurried into Kwang- 
tung province, South China, to re- 
invigorate the dawdling Japanese 
campaign following the seizure of 
Canton. 


JAPANESE ALTER TACTICS 


Two weeks after the fall of 
Wuhan (the Hankow triplé-city

The strategic goal of Japanese ef- 
forts here during the drive upon 
Wuhan was not only to weaken the 
defenses of the Central front, but 
also to take the cities of Sian, capi- 
tal of Shensi, and Lanchow, capital 
of Kansu, lying west of Shansi 
province along the road to Sinkiang 
and the Soviet Union. 

This Japanese offensive could 
only be undertaken after their rear- 
guard and thetr lines of communi- 
cation were made secure by “mop- 
Ping up” the powerful Chinese 
guerrilla movement in Shansi led 
by the Eighth Route Army. 

The Japanese therefore threw 
50,000 troops in 10 columns, alded 
by artillery, tanks, aviation and 
poison gas units, against the Eighth 
Army stronghold in the Wutai Shan 
mountains of northeast Shansi. 


JAPANESE LOSSES MOUNT 


Six Japanese divisions, or more 
than 70,000 troops, were also sta- 
tioned along the Tatung-Puchow 
railway running through Shansi 
province as additional defenses 
against the partisans. 

As usual, the Japanese drive to 
oust the Eighth Army from its 
bases ended in failure. After suf- 
fering heavy losses for initial gains, 
the Japanese were stopped short of 
their goal. Wutai Shan remained 
in Chinese hands. 

Nonetheless the Japanese con- 
tinue to prepare an offensive west- 
ward into Shensi prevince, hoping 
to cut the supply route linking the 
North China front with China's Far 
West and the USSR.

Questions 
From the People 


— — Answered by V. J. Jerome 


Question: Who coined the phrase “Workers of the 
World, Unite!” and in what book or document can 
same be found?—(A. F. L., New York City.) 

Answer: The slogan “Proletarians of all land, unite!” 
was advanced by Karl Marx and Frederick Engels and 
was adopted by the Communist League, founded in 
1847. In September of that year, the London section 
of the League began publishing the Communist Jour- 
nal (Kommunistische Zeitschrift), which bore the ban- 
ner slogan, “Proletarians of All Lands, Unite!” 

The editorial Statement of Purposes proclaimed in 
its concluding section: 

“Therefore, proletarians of all lands unite—open- 
ly where the laws permit, for our activities need not 
fear the light of day—secretly where the arbitrary 
will of tyrants imposes secrecy upon us.” 

The Communist League arose in the summer of 
1847 out of the old League of the Just—an underground 
utopian-socialist society—-which Marx and Engels had 
latterly succeeded in influencing. The motto of the 
older organization had been “All men are brothers.” 
Its replacement by the new slogan “Proletarians of All 


The chairman of the Senate Monopoly 
Committee, Senator O’Mahoney, has pre- 
sided over only three days of the com- 
mittee’s hearings at Washington. But, 
he has already experienced an attack of 
the jitters, 

For, though this committee has been 
set up to unmask the destructive and 
paralyzing effects of Wall Street monopoly 


the last thing the reactionaries like 
O’Mahoney on the committee want to see. 
Nevertheless, witnesses before the 
committee have already presented some 
startling facts on Monopoly destructive- 
ness before the people. 

Dr. I. Lubin, Federal Commissioner of 
Labor Statistics, told the committee— 

That America’s buying power is 
being crippled because, 16,000,000 
American families, 54 per cent of the 
total, have leas than $1,200 a year to 
spend, and, 

That an increase of $2.50 a day in 
the wages of these families would give 
a tremendous spurt to industrial pro- 
duction, would wipe out the present 
surpluses, and provide an enormous 
market for new production. 

Following this graphic picture of the 
need to raise America’s living standards 
as against the efforts of the giant cor- 
poratons to reduce them, another expert 
testified. This time it was Leon Hender- 
son who informed the Senate Committee— 

That employment is lagging far 
behind the rise in production; 

That the tactic of the Corporations 
in squeezing more work out of each 
worker is resulting in a situation where 
industry could reach the 1929 produc- 
tion level without re-hiring any appre- 
ciable number of the 11,000,000 workers 
unemployed. 

And finally, Dr. Willard Thorp, an 
economist sympathetic to Big Business, 
could not help admitting that Wall Street 
monopoly is wiping out small business

000 small firms and retail stores. 

The press, and the reactionaries on the 
Senate Committee, have not been at all 
enthusiastic about giving these facts their 
proper place before the American people. 

Papers like the New York Times 
quickly pull out of their earlier editions 
the damaging charts which show how 
Wall Street is swallowing up the inde- 
pendent merchant. And Senator O Mahoney 
hastily informs the press that the damn- 
ing testimony given above proves that 
“there must be more cooperation by gov- 
ernment with business,” or some such 
Tory rubbish. 

In f the first three days of the 
hearings have already given the American 
people enough information to tell them 
exactly what to do. Facts and more facts 
on Monopoly are necessary. 

But, the main outlines of Monopoly 
thievery and sabotage are sufficiently 
known already to provide the people with 
a program of ACTION. It is decisive, bold, 
and swift ACTION by Congress and the 
government which is now needed to break 
the grip of Monopoly on the country’s 
life. 

What kind of ACTION? How break 
the sabotage which is blocking RECOV- 
ERY? 

Congress must tackle the Wall Street 
banks, regulate and curb their monopoly 
of credit. The whole thievery of price- 
control, control of raw materials, black+ 
jacking of independent merchants, rail- 
road rates, oil, steel, cement, and food 
prices must be aired out in the open for 
all America to see! 

America’s recovery needs ACTION 
against the Monopolies right now as soon 
as Congress opens. America’s 16,000,000 
families now living on less than $1,200 a 
year cannot eat Senator O’Mahoney’s 
weasel apologetics.

former British Foreign Secretary, Anthony 
Eden. 


Booted out of office on Mussolini's orders, required 
out of the Cabinet by Chamberiain, preparatory to the 
rape of Austria and the mangling of Czechoslovakia, 
Eden's political potentialities in England grow greater 
in proportion to the mounting disillusionment with 
the Munich betrayals. 

One wonders, therefore, why Eden, at this time is 
on his way to the U. 8. to address the National A- 
sociation of Manufacturers’ convention, Dec. 9. 

Just before Eden accepted the American invitation 
he had created something of a sensation in the House 
of Commons. On Nov. 10 he vaguely had urged: (1) 
national unity with a “sense of justice,” and ( 3 
program of social improvement along with strengthen- 
ing of national defense. 

First point was seen as a slap at Chamberlain and 
a likely feeler for some anti-Chamberiain coalition. 
The second was generally regarded as a bid for 
strengthening the nation’s security by uniting opposi- 
tion Conservatives with the workers and liberals 
against Munich's intensified war danger. 

That Eden had taken the initiative in this direc- 
tion with his mild proposals, was already a sign of 
weakness in the anti-Chamberlain leadership. The 
Labor Party executive was doing little to fire the grow- 
ing anti-Munich sentiment in Great Britain and to 
boldly take the lead rallying all British anti-fascists 
for a united struggle to oust the Tory traitors and stop 
extension of the Munich combination. 


With an unprecedented rise of active progressive 
currents in Great Britain, the Labor leadership re- 
fused to head the movement. “The Labor Party,” 
shrewdly commented the London Economist, “is as 
suspicious of the new (anti-chamberlam) trend in 
politics as the Prime Minister himself ... at the by- 
elections, Transport House (Labor Party main head- 
quarters) has damned united action against the Gov- 
ernment with faint disfavor... .”

From its class point of view, keenly and with satis- 
faction, The Economist put its finger on the Labor 
Party leadership's cqstly refusal to give guidance when 
“the ferment in the country is unmistakable.” 

It was in this situation that Eden stepped out with 
a speech that sent some uneasy shivers down the 
spines of Tory Party whips. But when no immediate 
response Came from the Labor Party and trade union 
chiefs, Eden left his vague platform up in the air. 
He made it possible, if Labor does not take the lead, 
for stronger forces within the Conservative Party to 
canalize discontent against a growingly obnoxious 
Chamberlain. Thus in a future showdown crisis for 
Chamberlain, Conservatives could hope to hang on. 

What Eden and other dissident Conservatives do 
(either willingly or to hold their anti-Chamberlain 


* followers) depends on whether the labor leaders de- 


cide to march at the head of the political upheaval.
